all  the  children,  between  5  and  14  years 
This  seems  strange,  hnt  it  is 
so,  simply  because  tho  juvcaile  miad 
loses,  as  readily  ns  it  acquires,  nad 
ithont  that  practice  at  borne  whirl)  is 
laeking  in  many  homes,  docs  not  ac- 
quire to  retain.  Ia  addition  to  thcso 
may  be  taught  drawing  as  a  help  to 
writing  aad  a  gcacrnl  training  to  the 
eye,  and  music,  ns  a  training  for  the 
enr  and  relief  from  the  tcdinm  of  school. 
But  to  introduce  tools  nnd  benches  into 
school  would  only  cmbarass  a  system 
already  crammed  with  work  witboat 
making  mechanics. — ["Springfield  Re- 
publican.— [Conrant.

I  am  but  dust.  *  •  •

A  person  in  good  health,  with  fair 
play,  nays  the  Lancet,  easily  resists 
cold.  But  when  the  health  "fings  n 
little,  and  liberties  urc  takcu  with  the 
stomach,  or  tho  nervous  system,  a  chill 
is  easily  taken,  and  according  to  the 
weak  spot  of  the  iudividual,  ass 
tbo  form  of  a  cold,  or  pneumonia, 
may  be,  jaundice.  Of  nil  couscs  ol 
'cold,'  probnhly  fatigue  is  ono  of  the 
most  efficient.  A  jaded  man  coming 
home  at  night  from  a  long  dny's  work, 
a  growing  youth  losing  two  hours' 
sleep  over  evening  parties  two  or  three 
times  a  week,  or  a  youug  lady  heavily 
•doing  tho  season,'  young  children  over- 
fed and  with  a  short  allowance  of 
sleep,  are  common  instances  of  the 
victims  of  'cold.'  Luxury  is  favorable 
to  chill-taking ;  very  hoi  rooms,  soil 
chairs,  feather  beds,  create  a  sensi- 
tiveness thnt  leads  to  catarrhs.  It  is 
not,  alter  all,  the  'cold'  that  is  to  be  so 
much  feared  as  the  nntcccdeut  condi- 
tions that  givo  tlio  attack  u  chauce  of 
doing  harm.  Some  of  tho  worst  'colds' 
hnppca  to  those  who  do  uot  lenvo  their 
house  or  even  their  bed,  nnd  those  who 
are  the  most  invulnerable  nro  those 
who  nrc  most  exposed  to  chnnges  of 
tcmperafiirc,  nnd  who  by  good  sleep, 
cold  bathing  nnd  rcgulnr  habils  pro- 
servo  the  tone  of  their  nervous  system 
and  circulation.

Wo  prc- 
ftr  addiug  water  to  tlio  powder  rather 
llian  putting  it  ou  dry,  mixed 
flour  or  plaster,  for  this  dust  w 
apt  to  inhale  when  wo  shako  it  o 
plnnts,  nnd  as  wo  don't  liko  the 
tickling  sensntioo  of  being  choked,  nnd 
liko  peppermints  belter  thnn  poison,  we 
put  nboul  two  teaspoonsfnl  of  the  Helle- 
bore into  npnil  or  wnicr,  or  in  n  sprink- 
ler, stir  it  up  well ;  if  wo  fail  to  havo  a 
sprinkler  closo  nt  hnud,  Inko  n  sinnll 
broom  clothes  brush  aud  sprinkle  th» 
vines  liberally  wilh  iho  solution,  and 
nbout  two  morning  sprinklings  wi.l  kill 
tho  worms.  Il  will  not  poison  the  ber- 
ries, or  injure  them  lu  the  least,  if  yon 
put  it  on  as  soou  as  tho  worm  nppcars, 
for  the  berries  are  then  very  smnll,  aud 
by  the  timo  tho  berries  nro  largo  cuougl 
to  pick,  the  rnins  nud  the  winds  wil 
hnvo  blown  nnd  wnshed  offevcry  grail, 
of  tho  Hellebore  lhat  mny  hnvo  dropped 

We  hnvo  used  the  Hellebore  foryenrs, 
nnd  hnvo  nle  tho  currants  in  our  family 
liberally  nnd  withont  reserve,  wnsbini 
thorn  before  eating  and  hnvo  experi- 
enced no  evil  oflccls,  nud  there  is  nc 
rensou  why  we  should.  Tho  best  vn 
riclics  nro  the  Vcrsnillcs  nnd  Cherry 
which  aro  the  largest. 

Tho  currant  worm  nttneks  our  goose- 
berries in  prefcrcuco  to  our  currants, 
nud  ifoue  likos  Iho  currnuls  better  than 
gooscborrics,  plant  gooseberries  nraong 
currants,  yet  it  mny  be  it  tho  worms 
stripped  the  goosoberrics  for  wnnt  of 
somclliiiig  else  to  salisfy  ihcir  voracious 
appetite,  lhey  might  pass  to  the  currant, 
hut  wo  don't  liko  their  conipnuy  evon

lay  in  n  natural  position  ;  be  careful  of'  By  trying  to  lollo  the  above  guide 
the  small  fibres,  for  theso  arc  the  most 
csseutial  ns  they  nbsorb  the  food  aad 
nourish  the  tree.  If  the  tree  has  beca 
some  timo  out  of  the  ground  mako  somo 
soft,  mud  pas'o  and  dip  the  roots  into  it 
just  as  yon  arc  setting  them  out.  Also 
pour  n  little  water  into  the  hole  before 
you  placo  the  lice  into  it.  II  the  tree 
ib  smnll  do  not  press  the  soil  down  hnrd 
on  the  roots,  let  nnluro  take  euro  of 
Hint.  If  tho  tree  is  large,  after  it 
set  and  the  roots  well  covered,  plnce 
some  large  stones  oa  top  of  the  filled 
hole,  they  will  prevent  tho  winds  from 
disturbing  the  roots  hy  the  bending  of 
the  trco.  Put  the  manure  oa  the  sur- 
fucc  around  Ihc  tree  nnd  not  at  the  bot- 
tom of  tho  hole,  uuder  the  tree  Mulch 
tho  trco  with  sen  weed  or  coars 
hay.  If  inflicted  by  a  drouth  during 
tho  senson,  ponr  on  water  nbundnntly, 
nud  if  not  mulched,  loosen  tho  soil 
often.  Trim  the  tree  closo.  Tho 
branches  should  be  cnt  to  correspond 
in  long.h  to  the  roots,  if  (his  is  not 
dono  tho  surplus  limb*  will  evaporate 
moro  wntcr  thnn  the  roots  cnu  absorb, 
nud  will  result  in  wilting  tho  tree  nnd 
terminate  ia  death. 

rEACII  TKEKS. 

A  pcuch  trco  grows  vigorously  nnd 
should  be  trimmed  the  first  year  of  all 
its  braaches  and  present  tho  form  of  a 
straight  stick.  Set  tbem  oa  Ihc  north 
side  of  n  hill,  as  the  mnin  difficulty  with 
these  trees  is  in  starting  too  enrly  in  the 
spriug,  and  when  n  cold  north  wind  in 
May  strikes  tbem  it  kills  Ihc  buds,  which 
the  wnrm  spring  days  expanded.  As 
for  vnrictics,  opinion  is  much  vnricd  in 
regard  to  the  best  fruit.  The  very  early 
vnrictics  nro  npt  to  rot.  The  Foster, 
Slump  of  the  World,  Early  York,  Ear- 
ly nnd  Lite  Crawford,  and  tho  Pratt 
Peach  nro  good  enough,  and  for  vory 
early  the  Am-dcn  nnd  the  Alexandria.
